BY THE STATE POLICE 

A “Crime Alert’? has been is- 
stied iby the state police for the 
citizens and police agencies in 
Maine. 

“Maine is experiencing a sudden 
rise in crime based upon State 
Uniform Crime Reports January 
through June 1980, For example, 
burglary is up 6.26% over the 
dirst six months of Jast year— 
making this the dirst rise in this 
crime in the five years statistics 
have been kept,” sail Col, Allan 
H. Weeks, chief of the Maine State 
Police. 

Murder, rape, robbery, aggra- 
vated assault, burglary, larceny, 
and motor vehicle theft which 
comprise the total overall Uniform 
Crime Reporting (UCR) Crime 
is up 7.17% for the first six months 
of 1980, with 1,525 more offenses 
reported thts far this year com- 
pated to the sartie period last 
year, 

In concert with these crime in- 
creases, said Col. Weeks, is a “‘ser- 
iotis reduction” in personnel and 
operational budgets for police ag- 
encies throughout Maine. 

“The recent economic decline is 

strongly suspected of being the 
causé of the increased crime, and 
matiy polite officials feels this is 
not the time to be cutting services 
in police agencies,” Weeks said, 
__ According to Gary Sawyer, State 
Data Analysis Center director, “Of 
the 35 police departments of tet 
men and over surveyed, 14 had 
cuts involving 30 personnel, and 
maty departments not losing per- 
sonnel expérienced increased op- 
érational costs for such things as 
overtime accounts, patrol, or spe. 
cial assignments.”

One of the most prevalent chron- 
ic disabilities among the popula- 
tion of the United States is loss 
of hearing. According to a U. S. 
Public Health Survey, about 14.5 
million Americans — including 3 
million school age children—have 
a hearing problem serious enough 
to warrant surgery, medical treat- 
ment or amplification ‘with a hear- 
ing aid. To date, 23% of the per- 
sons screened at Medicine Shoppes 
acroSs the country showed a seri- 
ous hearing impairment. 

Two age groups are especially 
susceptible to hearing. loss—the 
very young 4nd the elderly. Limit- 
ing the statistics to severe losses— 
the inability to hear and under- 
stand spoken words—the rates are 
about 28 per 1,000 for the elderly 
and ‘less than 1.0 per 1,000 infants. 


Deafness is especially serious in:

Early detection is vital for the 
control of a hearing problem and 
necessary for the prevention of fur- 
ther deterioration,’ says Henry 
Pelletier, pharmacist at the Medi- 
cine Shoppe. “The major difficulty

The Elderly Householders Tax 
Rent Refund Act, administered by 
the State Bureau of Taxation, is 
available to Maine residents 62. or 
over or an unmarried widow or 
swidonwer 55 or over who is receiv- 
ing federal disability payments 
and who meet the same income 
guidelines, To be eligible an in- 
dividual must have an income of 
$5,000 or less and couples an in- 
come of $6,000 or less. The tax 
or rent must have been paid by a 
state resident in 1979.

“Although 2,000 
did not qualify for a refund then, 
they may now,” Trish Riley, Di- 
rector of the Depantment of Hu- 
man Services, Bureau of Maine’s 
Elderly, explained.
